ORDINANCE NO. 163 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY

OF TORRANCE ORDERINO 
THE CLOSING UP, VA.CATING 
AND ABANDONING OF A'POR 
TION OF LOT S-3," TORRANCE
TRACT.
The City Council of the City of 

Torrunce does ordain as follows:
SECTION 1. WHEREAS, on the 

6th 'day of September, 1927, In con­ 
formity with that certain Act of 
the Legislature of the State of 
California, approved March 8th, 
1889; entitled, "An Act to Provide 
for the Ijiying Out. Opening1, Ex­ 
tending, Widening:, Straightening or 
Closing Up In Whole or InPart, Any 
Street, Square, Lane, Alley, Court 
or Place Within Municipalities and 
to Condemn or Acquire any and 
all Lands and Property Necessary 
or Convenient for that Purpose" 
and Amendments thereto, said City 
Council passed its Resolution No. 
S38, declaring that the public in­ 
terest and convenience require, and 
that it was its intention to order 
certain work to be done aa therein 
ipeclfted and describing said work 

and specifying the exterior boun­

WHEREAS, in further conform­ 
ity with said Act and Amendments 
thereto and said Resolution, the

ald, published and circulated In 
the City of Tprranee, and designat­ 
ed by the said City Council, in 
said Resolution.

WHEREAS, no objection, written 
' otherwise, to .said work or Im­ 

provement or to the extent of the 
district of land to be affected or 

j benefited by said work or im- 
j provement or to be assessed to pay 
j the . costs and expenses thereof, 

were or have been made by any' 
person whatsoever, whether inter­ 
ested or otherwise, within ten days 
after the expiration of the time of 
the publication of said notice, or; 
have been delivered within suefcfj 
time to the Clerk of said City 
Council, and,

WHEREAS, the time prescribed 
by said Act and Amendments 
thereto during which objections 
might be made to said work or im­ 
provement has expired, and,

WHEREAS, said City Council, by 
virtue of the matters and things 
aforesaid, acquired jurisdiction to 
order said worts to be done and 
improvement to be made,

NOW THEREFORE, the said 
City Council of the City of Tor­ 
rance does ordain as follows, to- 
wit:

SECTION 2. That the public in­ 
terest and convenience require and 
the said City Council of the City 
of Torrunce does hereby order the 
 closing up, vacating, and abandon­ 
ing ol those streets and portions 
of streets described us follows: 

That portion of Lot S-3, Tor- 
rancc Tract, as recorded In Map 
Hook 22, Pages 94 and 96, Los 
Angeles County Records, des­ 
cribed a» follows: 
Beginning at a point In the 

> Easterly line of said Lot S-8, 
I said point being North. 0°, 84', 
1 10" \Vest 80K.02 feet from the 

Northerly line of Carson street; 
thence North 0°,. 34', 10" West 
on a prolongation of the West­ 
erly line of Block 110, Torrunce
